PURPOSE:To easily execute the 
miniaturization of a device, the reduction of a 
cost, and drop-proof structure by providing a 
private switch for operating contrast 
adjustment. CONSTITUTION :A colorless and 
transparent touch panel 1 enabling a finger 
touch is provided so that a display device 2 
enabling contrast adjustment can be covered 
with the touch panel 1 . The part of the touch 
panel 1 overlapped with the display area is 
used while being interiocked with the display of 
the display device 2. Also, the part of the touch 
panel 1 outside the display area is used as 
frame keys, functions are preliminarily 
assigned to them, and a sheet on which 
characters or marks indicating each function 
are printed is interposed. An area 3 equipped 
with the function for contrast up, and an area 4 
equipped with the function for contrast down 
are arranged at the frame keys. Thus, it is not 
necessary to prepare the private switch for 
contrast adjustment, and the reduction of the 
cost and the miniaturization of the device can 
be attained. 
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
